Reasons For Allowance 



3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The limitations recited in the independent claim 1 for a cooling system for a vehicle 
having an internal combustion engine fitted between a pair of left and right vehicle frames and a 
fuel tank attached to the vehicle frames and arranged above the internal combustion engine, the 
cooling system comprising a cooling air path for guiding engine cooling air from the front of the 
vehicle to a vicinity of the engine, formed by a duct provided in front of the engine and below 
the vehicle frames wherein the duct has an intake port that is substantially the same width in plan 
view as the lateral distance between the frames and has a discharge port that is substantially 
narrower in width than the intake port and wherein the discharge port is located in the vicinity of 
the engine, and together with the other recited limitations of the claim are not found in the prior 
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art of record nor may be derived from any combination that may be reasonably construed 
therefrom. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
